CENTRAL STEAM HEATING FOR 
WINNIPEG. 

A communication has been received from the 
Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner at Winnipeg to 
the effect that there is a proposal at present under 
consideration by the city authorities of Winnipeg 
to instal a central steam heating piant for the 
business area. The possibilities of such a develop- 
ment have been investigated by experienced Ameri- 
can engineers, and they have reported favourably 
upon it. It will shortly be put to the vote of the 
city. 

According to a pamphlet which has been issued 
by the Winnipeg Hydro-Electric System on this 
subject, the proposal is to build a central steam 
heating system in conjunction with the Hydro- 
Electric Standby Plant that is now being installed. 
The area to be heated will be on the west side of 
the Red River, with a radius of about one mile 
from the plant. 

At the present time the Standby Plant is 
lesigned to run on oil. If the present proposal 
materialises it will be adapted to the use of 
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pulverised lignite from Saskatchewan, which, it is 
estimated, can be laid down in Winnipeg for about 
4 dols. 50 cts. per ton. The use of this fuel by the 
city will undoubtedly. popularise it, and help to 
bring it into general consumption by the residents 
of Winnipeg.

GERMAN IMPORTS INTO NEW SOUTH 
WALES. 


According to a Customs statement, forwarded by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney, the value of 
imports of German origin into New ‘South Wales 
during the month of August was £34,119, as com- 
pared ‘with £24,958 in July and £38,862 in June. 

The principal articles imported, according to 
their value, included upright pianos £3,797, 
musical instruments £3,171, fertilisers £2,591, 
toys, £1,837; cutlery, spoons, and forks, £1,801; 
chassis for motor-cars £1,478, silk piece-goods 
£1,260, lace for attire £921, proprietary medicines 
£769, clocks £572, synthetic dyes £571, and fancy 
goods £506. 


TELEPHONE SYSTEM FOR SYRIA. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
of 22nd November (page 545) regarding the recon- 
struction and exploitation of a telephone system in 
Syria and the Lebanon, the Acting British Consul 
at Beyrout has now informed the Department of 
Overseas Trade that the scheme has been postponed 
indefinitely by the authorities. 











CHINESE TURKISTAN’S TRADE WITH 
AFGHANISTAN. 


H.M. Consul-General at Kashgar states that dur- 
ing the year 1922 the chief import from Afghanistan 
to Chinese Turkistan was opium, which reached a 
total of 297°96 cwt., valued at 87,50,00 rupees. 
Other imports in order of value were horses, fox- 
skins, gum, almonds, pistachio nuts, kid-skins, 
manufactured leather, dried mulberries, spices, and 
lapis lazuli. 

The chief exports from Chinese Turkistan to 
Afghanistan during the same period were cotton 
fabric (kham), plain, 150,000 Rs.; striped, 100,000 
Rs.; printed, 50,000 Rs.; silk, 54,625 Rs. Other 


exports included carpets, Chinese satin, felts, 


horses, silver coins (taels) and gold bullion. 





STOCKS OF MERCHANDISE IN HAYTTI. 


The British Vice-Consul at Port-au-Prince reports 
that, from information received from many sources, 
the Haytian market appears to be overstocked. The 
seriousness of the situation has been accentuated by 
the recent heavy rains which have delayed the 
cathering of the coffee crop and consequently cur- 
tailed the purchasing power of the peasant. 

In these circumstances there is a possibility that 
claims for credit may become more numerous.

UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH 
THE IRISH FREE STATE. 





RETURNS FOR OCTOBER AND THE SECOND 
AND THIRD QUARTERS. 

The following tables give particulars of the trade 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland with the 
Irish Free State during October and during the 
second and third quarters of 1925, im so far as 
information is at present available. The most strik- 
ing feature is the large increase in the October 
figures of imports from the Free State compared 
with the monthly average imports of both the second 
and third quarters. Compared with the monthly 
average of the period July to September the 1mports 
for which information is available showed an® 
advance of no less than 83 per cent. The most 
marked increases occurred in imports of cattle and 
swine; and there were substantial increases in 
imports of fresh pork and bacon, poultry, oats, 
spirits, wool, and hides. There was a falling off 
in imports of sheep and lambs, butter, eggs, and 
salmon. 

British exports to the Free State also showed 
substantial improvement, the value of the articles 
set out in Table II. below having risen by 20 per 
cent. compared with the monthly average of the 
third quarter. There was an advance in exports 
of the principal foodstuffs (except biscuits) and 
beverages, and also in coal and cement. On the 
other hand, exports of wood furniture, cotton goods 
for household purposes, and apparel (except shirts, 
collars, and cuffs) were reduced. 

Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise 
from the United Kingdom to the Free State were 
slightly above the monthly average of the 
third quarter, but there was a large increase com- 
pared with the average of the second quarter. Com- 
pared with the average of the third quarter, the 
October figures showed a heavy increase in re- 
exports of tea and some increase in re-exports of 
wheat, but a decline in respect of the principal 
other items.

‘“PINK EYE” ON DRIED SALTED FISH. 


Much attention has been given in the last fifty 
years to the problems presented by a red discolora- 
tion (so-called ‘‘ Pink ’’ or ‘* Pink Eye’’) which 
not infrequently appears on the surface of foods, 
especially of fish, cured with salt, states the Depart- 
ment of Scientific Research. 

A Report,* which has been prepared for the Fish 
Preservation Committee of the Food Investigation 
Board of the Department by Dr. Cloake, deals with 
this phenomenon in fish. The Director of Food 
Investigation states that the experiments described 
in the Report seem conclusively to prove that 

‘pink’? is due to the use of salt, and more par- 
ticularly solar salt, contaminated with two organ- 
isms—a ** red coccus,’’ which occurs in well-defined 
coecus and sareinal growths, and an organism of 
a striking type, which so far is unidentified. 
Several methods for the prevention of the disease 
are tentatively suggested. 





ASBESTOS PRODUCTION IN QUEBEC. 


[In 1922, states the Agent-General in London for 
the Province of Quebec, the amount of asbestos 
sold and shipped by Quebec mines was 176,340 tons, 
as against 84,475 tons in 1921, showing an increase 
of 91,865 tons. 

The Canadian chrysotile variety of asbestos is 
essentially a hydrated silicate of magnesium. It 
has great tensile strength and flexibility, resisting 
attacks of acids, and has remarkable fire-resisting 
qualities. It is also a good insulator for both heat 
and electricity, and is well adapted for spinning. 
Extensive deposits occur in the townships of Thet- 
ford, Broughton, and Coleraine, in the Province of 
(Juebec. 





BRITISH COLUMBIAN LUMBER INDUSTRY. 


The lumber cut in British Columbia this year 
is expected to yield 85 million dols., equal to 17 
million pounds sterling, states the Canadian Official 
Press Bureau in London. 

Nearly 500 saw and shingle mills in the Province 
are producing approximately three and one-half 
billion feet of lumber and about the same quantity 
of shingles, 





SALE OF QUEENSLAND SAPPHIRES. 


The Queensland State Government has estab- 
lished at its London Office, 409-10, Strand, W.C.2, 
a selling agency for the famous blue gem sapphires 
and industrial stones won from the Queensland 
sapphire fields, which, states the (Queensland 
(rovernment Office in London, are the richest tn the 
world. 

Mr. H. N. Knowles, a gem expert, has been 
specially sent from the State to take charge of the 
agency, and is in a position to furnish information 
in regard to the sale of gems, either in the cut or 
rough state. 

[t should be mentioned that, by arrangement 
with those concerned in the industry, the Queens- 
land Government controls the entire output of 
sapphires in the State, and is the sole purveyor of 
these gems.

PRESENTATION OF CERTIFICATES OF 
ORIGIN IN SPAIN. 


It has been brought to the notice of the Board 
of Trade that considerable trouble and delay is 
caused in the importation of goods into Spain, owing 
to the fact that the certificate of origin, which must 
accompany certain goods in order that such goods 
may be admitted at the lower (1.e., Second Column 
or Treaty) rates of duty of the Spanish Customs 
Tariff, is not properly made out. In consequence, 
it has been decided to reprint the regulations 
governing the presentation of such certificates in 
Spain, and attention is drawn to the notice embody- 
ing these regulations in the ‘‘ Customs Regulations 
and Tariff Changes ’’ Section of this ‘* Journal.’’ 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The representative in London of the Irving Bank- 
Columbia Trust Company, New York, has received 
a cable from headquarters stating that there 
has been an improvement in collections, and the 
retail and jobbing trades are active. There is also 
a decided improvement in farm products. Bitumi- 
nous coal production has increased largely. Prices 
of print cloths, 64s (Boston), and grey goods have 
declined, and silk goods are dull. Knit goods are 
active. Bread and ‘bakery industries are poor, and 
leather and leather goods dull. There have been 
larger sales of Bessemer pig iron at Pittsburg. 
Lumber and timber are in brisk demand. ‘The per 
capita circulation of money in the United States 
on Ist November was 43 dols. 27 cts. 





GUATEMALAN CONSULAR FEES. 

The British Vice-Consul at Guatemala City has 
now forwarded translation of the Decree of 25th 
October which provided for the increase of the 
Consular Fees for the legalisation of invoices for 
goods shipped to Guatemala (see the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
of Ist November, page 451). 

The Decree provides that the fees of 6 per cent. 
ad valorem payable in respect of goods sent by 
freight and 4 per cent. ad valorem in the case of 
goods sent by parcel post are to be paid in the 


following manner: One-half of the fee is to be 


paid at the Consulate at which the invoice 1s 
legalised, and the remainder will be collected by 
the Customs Authorities at the same time as the 
import duty on the goods in question, 

The fee on invoices covering shipments of flour 
remains unchanged. 

The increased fees are applicable to goods arriv- 
ing at Guatemalan ports as from 15th November. 

The Vice-Consul suggests that British shippers, 
when quoting prices c.1.f. Guatemalan ports, 
should, if the price includes the Consular fees, 
state clearly whether the entire fee or merely the 
portion payable at the Consulate is included in the 


quotation. 





INCREASE OF CONSULAR FEE IN HONDURAS. 


It should be noted that the increase from 2 per 
cent. to 3 per cent. ad valorem in the fee levied 
for Consular invoices on goods imported into Hon- 


duras came into operation on Ist August.

KXHIBITION AT NANTES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is informed 
that an Exhibition (** Exposition Nationale ’’) is 
to be held in Nantes from May to October, 1924.

MOTOR-CARS AT THE MELBOURNE 
AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Melbourne reports 
that the Royal Agricultural Society of Victoria held 
their 52nd annual exhibition at Flemington from 
20th to 29th September.

EXPORT OF RATTANS. 

The rattan (cane) is one of the most valuable natural 
products of the Malayan jungle. It is exported to all 
parts of the world from the ports of Singapore and Penang, 
which also act as distributing centres for exports of this 
commodity from the neighbouring Dutch Islands. Exhibits 
of rattans will form an important item in the Forestry 
Section of the Malayan Pavilion at the British Empire 
Exhibition at Wembley in 1924. A single rattan 554 feet 
in length was displayed at the Malaya-Borneo Exhibition 
in Singapore in 1922, and a similar exhibit will probably 
find its way to Wembley.

TRADE IN 1922-23. 
(From the dBritish Political Agent.) 

BATRA? 
The slight revival of trade which occurred in 1921-22 
may be said to have continued generally during 1922-23, 
owing, as usual, to the increased pearl trade. Imports, 
show an increase in value of £1,001,882 and exports an 

advance of £309,574 as compared with the year 1921-22 
The increase in the value of imports was mainly due to 
the movement of specie, consequent on the improvement In 
the pearl market, and to a certain extent to the heavy 
import of American oil. Motor accessories to the value 
of £1,463 were aiso imported during the period under 
review. Although the total value of imports, £2,454,571, 
is the highest recorded for twelve years, there was a 


decrease of 15:2 per cent. in the value of general 
merchandise imported, as shown in the following state:

Export ‘TRADE. 


The advance in exports of £309,574 was mainly due to 
the export of pearls to India. The total value of £860,589, 
which is considerably below pre-war figures, compares 
favourably with those for previous years. But, as in 
imports, there was a decrease amounting to 9°8 per cent. 
in the value of general merchandise exported, as shown 
in the following statement :—

‘This decrease in general merchandise was mainly due to 
the fall in values, but partly also to a decrease in the 
export of silk, woollen goods, wheat and wheat flour. The 
decline in value ot wheat and wheat flour exports would 
seem to be due to the fact that rains on the mainland in 
the early part of 1922 were exceptionally good, resulting 
in good grazing and crops, and consequent Jecreased im- 
ports of grains. On the other hand, the export figures 
of dates to India and coffee to the mainland show con- 
siderable increases. One noteworthy feature during the 
period under review is the export of mother-of-peurls to 
the United Kingdom and India to the value of £433 and 
£906 respectively. Exports of this commodity entirely 
ceased during the war, although in pre-war years they were 
considerable.

Meantime, it may be added that motor roads suitable 
for light cars exist between Manamah and Sukhair, a 
distance of 18 miles, and between Manamah and Budaiya, 
12 miles, and motor vehicles now ply for hire upon these 
routes. Any British firm of cheap light car suppliers who 
would be enterprising enough to issue a circular in Arabic 
and Persian might well be rewarded. 





CANADA. 


BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
TORONTO. 

Canadian business continues fairly satisfactory, although 
activity is more pronounced in some lines than others. 
Retail trade has improved in most sections with the 
progress of the season and the marketing of the crops. 
Wholesalers of the chief staples report that orders are 
gradually increasing in number. Little change has occurred 
in the iron and steel situation, but the lumber, paper and 
pulp, mining and other important industries continue 
busy, and labour is almost fully employed. Collections show 
a slight improvement. 

There has been an improvement in the textile situation. 
For some time in the summer months some of the textile 
works were operating on short time. This was due to the 
fact that it was thought that stocks in the hands of the 
merchants were sufficiently large to take care of the market 
for some time. During the past few months, however, 
there has been an increase in the orders received, and it 
has become necessary to put all the mills of the Dominion 
Textile Company back on full time. 


DECREASE IN COMMERCIAL FAILURES. 


Canadian failures for the third quarter of the current 
year, as reported by mercantile agencies, show a decrease 
both in respect of number and value of assets and liabilities 
involved, as compared with the corresponding period of 
1922. There were 705 failures, as against 830 last year, 
while liabilities involved totalled 11,541,492 dols., against 
21,578,288 dols., and assets were 6,816,648 dols., as against 
17,854,277 dols. 
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Of the total number of failures 183 were manufacturing, 
485 were trading, and 37 were other commercial. Liabilities 
were distributed as follows: Manufacturing, 3,870,838 
dols.; trading, 6,603,524 dols.; and other commercial, 
1,067,130 dols. 

STATE OF EMPLOYMENT. 


Further small declines in employment were indicated in 
reports furnished by 5,867 employers of labour to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at the beginning of October, 
when the index number decreased to 99°5 from 100-0 at 
the commencement of September. On Ist October, 1922, it 
stood at 94:6, and at the same period of 1921 at 90-2. 


WHOLESALE PRICES. 


The index number of wholesale prices, constructed by 
Professor H. Mitchell, of McMaster University, Toronto, 
stood at 174-2 for the month of October, thus registering 
a decline of 2°6 per cent. from the previous figure of 1788 
for September. This compares with 166-2 for October, 
1922. 238-4 for October, 1920; and 119-9 for October, 1914. 

The movement in October was a fairly heavy one, the 
decline being attributable mostly to somewhat severe reces- 
sions in foodstuff prices. Although it is difficult to forecast 
movements in the immediate future, there seems to he 
little ground for expecting a rally in prices of any strength, 
if only for the reason that there seems to be no apparent 
factor to raise them. The prospect, therefore, seems to be 
for falling prices for some time. 


THe Reapy ABSORPTION OF LOANS. 


The Dominion Government loan of 200 million dols. and 
the Ontario Government loan of 40 million dols. which 
followed immediately, were successfully marketed — in 
Canada. Taken together with other miscellaneous issues, 
the Canadian people, with a population of under nine 
millions, have successfully absorbed no less than approxi 
mately 250 million dols. of bond offerings of the highest 
investment rank in the course of a few weeks. One of the 
satisfactory features of this has been the large number of 
applications for small or moderate amounts. 

These heavy investments by the people throughout the 
Dominion have by no means exhausted their capacity. 
Careful estimates indicated that approximately 100 million 


dols. of the Victory Loan maturing on Ist November would 


be paid off in cash. Interest payable at that time on 
Dominion bonds outstanding amounts to approximately 40 
million dols. <A further seven million dols. was payable 


on account of interest on other outstanding Canadian 
bonds, and six million-dols. was payable in connection with 
dividend disbursements by industrial companies, making in 
all approximately 153 million dols. in cash distributions. 
This includes interest or dividends on past investments and 
maturing investments only. This large aggregate of pay- 
ments will, in the main, be made up of relatively small 
or moderate distributions to a great number of Canadians 
Added to this figure will be available,- undoubtedly, an 
important percentage of the money now being distributed 
in connection with Canada’s harvest. 


[RON AND STEEL. 


Producers of pig iron made another decrease in prices 
at the end of October, the reduction amounting to one dol. 
per ton on all grades. This was directly the result of weak 
ness in American markets. Canadian-made iron has made 
its appearance in increasing volume on the United States 
market, and in Michigan and Illinois is in active competi- 
tion with United States furnaces. 

The iron and steel] industry has experienced fairly satis- 
factory business. Large scale construction and the re-entry 
of the railroads into the markets for equipment are the 
factors most largely responsible. There has been a slacken 
ing tendency of late, not experienced by all firms, however, 
for, according to report, the British Empire Steel Corpora- 
tion and the Steel Company of Canada still have large 
orders on their books. The Canadian companies have 
received some business from Japan. 

The production of pig iron and ferro-alloys in Canada 
during September was 75,216 long tons, a decline of 18°5 
per cent. from the August production of 92,587 tons. The 
output of basic pig iron was 27-5 per cent. less at 46,580 
tons, foundry iron production amounted to 17,536 tons—a 
decline of 29-8 per cent.—while the output of malleable 
iron showed an increase of 232 per cent. to a total of

FINLAND. 
INDUSTRY AND COMMERCE IN OCTOBER. 


Less favourable prospects alternate with more promising 
aspects in industrial circles, states the Financial and 
Business Report for mid-November of the Finnish Central 
Chamber of Commerce, Helsingtors. Mechanical and 
engineering works have lately experienced quite a 
busy time; but, on the other hand, despite the great 
demand for their products, the iron works, and more 
especially the nailmaking industry, have found themselves 
in difficulties, in consequence of overwhelming foreign com 
petition. The nail works, which are protected by a duty 
only halt that of pre-war days, are now running only four 





days per week.

PuLP AND PapeR Exports. 


iixports of chemical pulp show an increase on the figures 
of last year. rom January to October 118.711 tons of 
sulphite and 38,584 tons of sulphate were sold, the total 
being 157,298 tons; last year the corresponding figures 
were respectively 104,603, 46,501, and 151,104 tons. Sales 
of mechanical pulp have also been favourable, amounting 
to 43,478 tons of pulp during. the first ten months of the 
current year, against 34,207 tons last vear, whilst for 
cardboard the figures were 18.627 and 18.832 respectively. 

Exports of paper continue to dwindle, only 13,572 ton: 
having been exported during October, avainst 17,097 ton: 
last year. The figures for the ten months January to 
October are 153,701 tons, against 160.885 durine the corre 
sponding period of 1922. This decline is due to the fact 
that present prices actually mean a loss to the mills, and 
they are therefore compelled to reduce their output

Business life is burdened by dear credit and heavy taxes, 
whilst the rising costs of living prevent any reduction of 
wages. The profits made by the paper mills during the 
couple of favourable years recently experienced were mostly 
either swallowed up by taxes or employed in improving 
the workpeople’s standard of living by the building of 
new dwelling-houses, as the enforcing of the eight-hours 
day necessitated a corresponding Increase in the number 
of employees. It was thus, as a rule, impossible to make 
use of the larger profits to strengthen the financial position 
of the undertakings or even to provide much new plant. 
In comparison with their Norwegian and Swedish rivals, the 
Finnish mills are also at a disadvantage in being a greater 
distance from their chief markets. This renders carriage 
more expensive—winter deliveries costing considerably 
more—whilst imports of chemicals and plant are also 
dearer, all of which facts lead to larger outlay and smaller 
profits than in the case of the Swedish and Norwegian 
mills. 

THe Market ror Tar. 

Sales of tar have also been sluggish. In consequence 
of the uncertain political situation, foreign buyers are not 
eager to purchase, and both Poland and Czecho-Slovakia 
have now appeared on the scene as competitors, whilst a 
tar industry is developing within the importing countries 
themselves, where there is always a considerable demand 
for this article. Fluctuations in the rate of exchange haye 
kept France out of the market, and Holland, Germany and 
Great Britain have purchased only small quantities of late. 
From the beginning of the year up to the end of September 
exports of tar did not amount to more than 670 tons, 
whilst last year at the same time the quantities totalled 
1.944 tons, and in 1913 were 1,812 tons. 


CoAL AND COKE. 


Coal is being more and more used as fuel for industrial 
purposes, not to mention the State Railways, and in the 
towns coke is substituting wood as fuel in houses fitted 
with central heating apparatus. Imports of coal and coke 
during January-September, 1921, 1922, and 1923 totalled 
26,469, 138,125 and 299,633 tons respectively, the corre 


sponding figures for 1913 being 537,109 tons.

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WAR-TIME AND POST-WAR TRADE. 

One of the leading Swedish banks—Skandinaviska Kredit 
A.B.—has recently published the results of an enquiry 
it has made into the volume of Swedish trade and _ pro- 
duction since the outbreak of the war. 

This enquiry, states ‘‘ Swedish Export,’’ goes to show 
that the period on no occasion brought with it a greater 
degree of real prosperity than was normal during the 
years of peace. The neutral countries were considered 
during the war, and are probably still thought, to have 
had a period of brilliant economic prosperity, with an 
extraordinary rise in production and export, and also, on 
the whole, in the matter of imports. It is only now, 
when the nature of the inflation has been revealed and 
various purely quantitative figures have been produced, 
that the course of development during the years since 
1914 is revealed in a new light, and that realities have 
shown themselves to be different from what has_ been 
generally believed. 


FALLING WEIGHTS AND Risina VALUES. 


So far as Sweden is concerned, certain quantitative 
figures with regard to imports and exports between 1912 
and 1923 have been made accessible, which throw an 
interesting light on the development of Swedish economic 
life. The value-figures for the output of manufacture and 
agriculture and for foreign trade seem to indicate that, 
though production was diminished at the outbreak of the 
war, yet it afterwards showed all the greater development, 
which seemingly was stimulated by the intensified trade 
war, which diminished the figures for exports and imports. 
The figures relating to the quantitative scope of exports 
and imports give quite a different and a truer picture. 
These show distinctly that the earlier process of develop- 
ment was cut short abruptly by the outbreak of the world 
war and has not reached the pre-war level during any 
year since that date. 

Swedish imports sank during the years 1914 and 19165 
to 92°6 per cent, and 96-7 per cent. respectively of those 
of the year 1913. In 1916, it is true, they rose to 104-9 
per cent. of those of 1913; but in 1917 they fell all the 
more heavily, in fact, to only 43-4 per cent. of those of 
1913. From this extraordinary low level there took place 
later a slight rise during the following year to 48°6 per 
cent. of the 1913 imperts. As Sweden is greatly dependent 
on imports from other countries with regard not only to 
its foodstufis but also to manufacturing requirements of 
raw material and fuel, it is obvious that this immense 
decrease in imports was bound to be of radical importance 
to the country. 

In fact, as is well known, a tar-reaching rationing of 
both foodstuffs and industrial raw materials was intro- 
duced in 1917. How far-reaching this rationing was is 
shown by the observation that Mr. tra N. Morris, the 
former American Minister at Stockholm, has made in his 
recently published reminiscences of his stay in Stockholm, 
where he points out, amongst other things, that the ration- 
ing of foodstuffs in Sweden during the war was at times 
more severe than in Germany. Other speaking evidence 
of the same fact is given by the distribution of the imports 
among the great groups of foodstuffs, articles of clothing 
and textile products, minerals and metals and_ other 
articles. The import of foodstuffs sank in 1917 to little 
more than one-third of that of 1915, the import of articles 
of clothing fell to one-fourth, and, in 1918, to one-fifth, 
while the import of minerals, mainly coal and coke, sank 
in 1917 to 45 per cent. of those of 1913. 


LaAcK or FuRL AND Its Errect ON PRODUCTION AND Export. 


Coal and raw materials together form more than 95 per 
cent. of the bulk of Swedish imports and about 50 per 
cent. of their value. Hence the immense decline in imports 
was bound to exercise a powerful influence on the pro 
ductive capacity of Swedish industry; and as that industry 
is largely an export industry, this fact finds expres- 
sion in the export figures. A scrutiny of tnese shows 
that the outbreak of the war struck a harder blow at 
Swedish exports than at its imports. The former declined 
in 1914 to only 79-1 per cent. of those of 1913; in 1915 
they rose to 90-3 per cent. of that standard, but they 
again declined as carly as 1916, and still more markedly 
during the following years. The figures were 869 per cent. 
lor 1916, 6&1 per cent. for 1917, 60-l*per cent. for 1918, 
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and 54:9 per cent. for 1919. Thus the export figures of 
1913 were reached in no single one of these years, and 
the leading Swedish articles of export—-iron-ore and forest 
products—did not show for any of the war years exports 
amounting to the quantities exported in 1913. For these 
last-named articles which, according to the value, amount 
to 40 per cent. of the total exports, the diminution of 
1917 was very great, and the figure for that year was only 
57 per cent. of that for 1913. These figures indicate that 
Swedish production also was forced down to a quantity 
which in none of the critical vears reached the pre-war 
standard. 

Swedish agriculture had to the uttermost possible extent 
tried, at the same time, to make good the shortage that 
arose in consequence of the heavy decrease in the import 
of corn, etc. In fact, the area under cultivation was 
increased, but the harvest, being dependent on weather 
conditions and on the fact that the import of manures 
was impossible, was only in one yvear—1915—larger than 
in 1913, and was considerably smaller in the other years. 
There are no comprehensive statistics with regard to 
manufacture and output. But there is a possibility of 
determining the quantitative changes by reducing the 
value figures in accordance with the price index, which 
forms a measure of the rise in prices of the purchasing 
power of money. If these values be expressed in terms 
of the money values obtaining in 1913, it is found that at 
no period during the war did production reach that of 
1913. The figures will be 92:4 per cent. for 1914, 86-5 
per cent. for 1915, 94:4 per cent, for 1916, 84:3 per cent. 
for 1917, 68°7 per cent. for 1918, 7&7 per cent. for 1919, 
95° 1 per cent. for 1920, and 90-2 per cent. for 1921. These 
figures, which are highly approximative, of course, show 
that, even during the year 1916, which is usually regarded 
as a brilliant year from an industrial point of view, the 
manufacturing production of Sweden did not reach the 
pre-war level. 


THE DreEMAND FoR Goops AFTER THE ARMISTICE. 


After the difficult years, LYL7 and 1918, there followed 
during 1919 and 1920 a rally which was less marked as 
regards production than it was with regard to imports, 
while exports fell to their lowest level in 1919 and did 
not recover wntil 1920. The volume of imports in 1920 was 
only 71-2 per cent. of that of 1913, but this was due in 
the main to the decline in the import of tuel. As a matter 
of fact, the import of certain important groups of manu 
factures greatly increased. As these were relatively dea 
per unit of weight, the increase in the iniport of these 
articles brought about a marked increase in the import 
value. If the quantity of imports for all these years 
is assessed according to the price level of 1913, the 
following comparative figures in percentage of the import 
value of 1913 are obtained:—109°2 per cent. in 1919, 
123-4 per cent. in 1920, 77°6 per cent. in 1921, and 91-2 
per cent. In 1922. In 1921 occurred the sudden right 
about-face, and both production, on the one side, and 
imports and exports on the other, fell heavily. 

It is remarkable that production did not fall so heavily 
quantitatively as it did in value, and that it fell far 
less than exports and imports, both of which reverted to 
their lowest earlier values. However, the year 1922 brought 
with it a considerable improvement, which stands out 
fairly distinctly in the great increase of exports, amount- 
ing to nearly 30 per cent. As yet, however, exports had 
not reached the level of 1913. 


THe Return to NorRMAL CONDITIONS. 


The figures adduced above seem to show that a certain 
stabilisation has taken place even in the sphere of foreign 
trade, in the meaning that the share of the different 
groups of commodities in foreign trade has begun to 
approach the proportions current before the world war. 
The most important exceptions are, on the side of imports, 
fuel, which is now brought into the country on a relatively 
smaller seale; and, on the side of exports, agricultural 
products, which find it hard to obtain foreign purchasers. 
With regard to the distribution of trade amongst different 
countries also, at least as far as imports are concerned, 
it has been possible to discern a certain return to earlier 
conditions. On the other hand, there is nothing to corre 
spond to this development in the matter of exports, with 
regard to which there has been a change of direction, 
inasmuch as the staple articles of the country have to an 
Increased extent found customers amongst more distant 
countries with more money to spend.

THE TEA TRADE, 1922-23. 

The Commercial Secretary at Shanghai, in his Report* 
on the Industrial and Economic Situation of China, states 
that during 1922 the exports of tea amounted to 576,073 
piculs, valued at 16,966,075 Haikwan taels, as compared 
with 430,328 piculs, valued at 12,605,788 Hk. taels, in the 
previous year. 

Brack TEA. 

The black tea crop was gathered and prepared during 
a fine spring, and consequently the quality of all kinds 
was good. Keemuns were in strong demand during the 
season for London and the Continent, and natives could 
easily have disposed of a larger quantity than was avail- 
able. The rise in Indian, Ceylon, and Java growths 
benefited all grades of China tea, more especially the 
commoner descriptions, and both teamen and exporters 
of China black tea enjoyed the rare benefit of a good 
season’s trading. 

The following table shows the supplies of black tea 
available from the 1922-23 season, as compared with the

GREEN ‘TBA. 


The 1922-23 crop. of green tea has a better cup quality 
than that of the previous seasons, but the make of the leaf 
was not so good, owing to the growers having used less 
artificial matter in the preparation. On the whole, both 
teamen and exporters did well, and fair profits were 
made. From the export figures it is evident that the 
green tea trade with North Africa is being done more and 
more direct, and London as a market for green tea is 
gradually being eliminated. The trade with the United 
States and Canada was satisfactory, owing principally 
to the high prices ruling for Japanese tea. It is satis- 
factory to note that very few China green teas were 
rejected by the United States examiners. The following 
table shows the total supply of green tea, as compared 
with the previous season :—

MEASURES TAKEN TO COPE WITH 
EARTHQUAKE DAMAGE. 

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Tokio reports that certain 
Imperial Ordinances have been promulgated since Ist Sep- 
tember last to cope with the situation caused by the earth- 
quake and the fire which occurred on that day. The follow- 
ing are among the principal measures taken :— 


*Ordinance No. 396 of 2nd September, 1923, empowering 
the Ministry of the Interior to commandeer food supplies, 
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material used for building purposes or for purposes of 
public health, transport vehicles, etc., and labour. 


Ordinance No. 397 of 2nd September, 1923, creating a 
Temporary Earthquake Relief Fund under the presidency 
of the Prime Minister. 

Ordinance No. 398 of 2nd September, 1923, announcing 
the enforcement of martial law. (This was withdrawn on 
15th November—sce cable advice in ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 22nd 
November, page 545.) 

Ordinance No. 399 of 2nd September, 1923, specifying 
the area placed under martial law. It was originally 
limited to the city of Tokio and to the districts lying to 
the north-east and west, but by Ordinances Nos. 401 and 
402 of 3rd and 4th September extended to include the whole 
of the Urban Prefecture of the capital as well as the 
Prefectures of Kanagawa, Saitama, and Chiba. 

Ordinance No. 404 of 7th September, 1923, relating to 
profiteering. By this Ordinance any person who, with a 
view to profiteering, buys up or refuses to sell, or sells at 
an unfair price, any necessary of life, becomes liable to a 
maximum .penalty of three years’ penal servitude or fine 
of 3,000 yen. 

*Ordinance No. 405 of 7th September, 1923, relating to 
a Moratorium. This Ordinance permitted the postpone- 
ment during the month of September and within the area 
affected by the earthquake of the payment of private debts 
legally falling due that month. It prescribed also that the 
period of the Moratorium may be extended and made 
applicable to debts falling due after the Ist October. The 
following classes of liabilities are, however, exempted from 
its scope: —(a) debts due by the State or by prefectural or 
other public bodies; (b) salaries and wages; (c) bank 
deposits for the payment of salaries and wages; (d) other 
classes of bank deposits, provided that they do not exceed 
100 yen. 


Ordinance No. 406 of 7th September, 1923, empowering 
the Minister of Finance to make exceptions or special 
precedents with reference to the Audit Regulations and 
other Regulations relating to revenue and expenditure. 


Ordinance No. 407 of 11th September, 1923, remitting 
the import duty on rice till 3lst March, 1924. 


Ordinance No. 408 of 11th September, 1923, extending 
the period of remission of the import duty on fresh meat 
and eggs from 30th November, 1923, to 3lst March, 1924. 


Ordinance No. 410 of 12th September, 1923, empowering 
the Government (1) to remit or reduce for the year 1923-24 
the Income Tax (Class 3) and the Business Tax payable by 
sufferers from the earthquake, such remission or reduction 
being, however, dependent on the actual losses of the tax- 
payer concerned; and (2) in the districts affected by the 
earthquake to grant an extension of time for the payment 
of ‘Land Tax, Income Tax, Business Tax, or Succession 
Duty for the year 1923-24. 

Class 3 incomes are earned incomes, including pensions. 


Ordinance No. 411 of 12th September, 1923, empowering 
the Government to reduce or remit for a specified period 
the import duties on the necessaries of life, on machinery, 
apparatus, and raw material for use in public works and 
for building purposes. 

Ordinance No. 412 of 12th September, 1923, providing 
that in the devastated areas (1) rights in interests having 
their origin in administrative measures passed before Ist 
September, 1923, and due to expire between that date and 
3lst March, 1924, shall be considered to expire on the latter 
date; (2) where an application, claim, or formality which 
should have been made between Ist September and 30th 
October, 1923, has, in consequence of the recent disaster, 
not been made, the Administrative Authorities concerned 
may grant immunity from the consequences of such 
omission, provided the said formality is complied with 
by 3lst October, 1923. In case of necessity, however, this 
period of immunity may be extended, 


By Ordinance No. 415 of 15th September, 1923, the rights 
and interests referred to above were defined. as com 
prising prospecting rights, fishing rights, patent rights, 
trade mark rights, rights in industrial property, exclusive 
occupation rights based on the laws of war, stock exchange 
business rights, licensed fishing rights, manufacture of 
weights and measures, sale or repair business, validity of 
certification of weights and measures, validity of certifica- 
tion of stud bulls, and validity of licensing of public 
hunting grounds. 
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Ordinance No. 414 of 15th September, 1923, limiting the 
application of the Streets Building Law in the devastated 
areas of Tokio and Kanagawa Prefecture in the case of 
temporary structures started before 29th February, 1924, 
and removed before 3lst August, 1928. By this Ordinance 
a similar limitation is applicable in the case of temporary 
structures erected for relief or other emergency purposes 
outside the devastated area, provided work is started on 
them also before 29th February, 1924, and that they are 
removed by 3lst August, 1928. 


*Ordinance No. 417 of 17th September, 1923, exempting 
certain articles from Import Duty until 3lst March, 1924. 


*Ordinance No. 418 of 19th September, 1923, creating 
a Reconstruction Council (Deliberative). This Council is 
presided over by the Prime Minister, and consists of the 
Members of the Cabinet, etc., and representatives of indus- 
trial and business circles. 


*Ordinance (unnumbered) of 22nd September, 1923, con- 
ferring on the Government for purposes of reconstructions 
certain rights in connection with the sale, purchase, export; 
or general handling of the necessaries of life (other than 
rice) or of material or apparatus required for the restora- 
tion of the area devastated by the earthquake. 


*Ordinance (unnumbered) of 22nd September, 1923, 
creating a Special Account distinct from the General 
Budget of Revenue and Expenditure for the purpose of 
financing the operations referred to in the immediately 
preceding Ordinance, and empowering the Government to 
borrow the sum of 100 million yen for this purpose. 

*Ordinance No. 424 of 27th September, 1923, empowering 
the Government to guarantee the Bank of Japan up to a 
limit of 100 million yen for possible loss arising from the 
discounting of certain classes of bills maturing before 30th 
September, 1923. |

JAVA AND SUMATRA. 


THE TOBACCO TRADE. 

According to the Report of the British Commercial Agent 
at Batavia on the Economic Situation of the Netherland 
Kast Indies (H.M. Stationery Office, price 3s. net, 3s, 14d. 
post free), the Java tobacco market was extremely dull 
during the last few weeks of 1922, there being large stocks 
on hand in terminal markets, and consequently no par- 
ticular desire to buy was shown by the leading tobacco 
merchants in Amsterdam. 

The export of leaf tobacco from Java and Madura for 
1922 amounted to 15,697 tons, against 7,421 tons in 1921 
and 23,610 tons in 1920. These shipments nearly all went 
to Holland ; 20,406 tons of Krossoks were exported, Holland 
being. the chief destination (17,411 tons), Italy taking 
2,081 tons. The exports for 1921 were 23,909 tons, against 
78,392 tons in 1920. The export of cut tobacco from Java 
remains of little importance, and nearly all goes to 
Singapore. The 1922 exports from Deli amounted to 15,067 
tons leaf tobacco, Holland being again the chief destination, 
The exports for 1921 were 14,142 tons and 20,544 tons in 
1920. In addition leaf tobacco was shipped from Bali and 
Lombok in the outer districts amounting to 869 tons in 1920, 
which chiefly went to Holland. There were no exports in 
1921, but in 1922 602 tons were exported to Singapore. 

The export of cut tobacco from the outer possessions, and 
especially from Padang, are of far greater importance than 
those from Java. In 1922 602 tons were exported, the 
chief destinations being Penang and Singapore. The 1921 
figures were 658 tons, against 716 tons in 1820. 

The 1922 Sumatra crop is estimated at 189,000 bales, and 
it is the intention to restrict the 1923 crop to that 
quantity. There is a good demand from America, 28,000 
bales of the 1922 crop having been sold to date to American 
account. Figures are now available for Amsterdam sales 
of Sumatra tobacco, which show that a total of 145,507 
bales were sold in 1921 at an average price of 2:84 cents per 
¢ kilog., against 163,681 bales in 1922 at 1:94 cents. The 
proceeds amounted to approximately 64} million guilders 
in 1921 and 494 million guilders in 1922.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


AGRICULTURAL POSITION AND OUTLOOK. 

[In recent appraisals of the business situation and out- 
look, the unsatisfactory position of the farmers as a group 
has generally been included among the unfavourable factors 
in the United States, reports the current issue of the 
‘“Guaranty Survey,’’ the monthly publication of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. Since the 
phenomenal fall in the price of cotton in the autumn of 
1920 there has been a series of recessions in the prices 
of other farm products, notably maize, hogs, beef cattle, 
and wheat. This year the discussions of farmers’ problems 
have centred in the plight of the wheat growers, although 
the present price position of wheat appears to be no more 
unfavourable than that of livestock. The actual extent 
of the agricultural depression and its relation to the general 
business outlook are among the most important questions 
present and prospective conditions in the 





bearing on 
country. 
Furinity OF PRIicE-FIxINa. 

The numerous schemes which have been proposed for 
price-bolstering, continues the ‘‘ Guaranty Survey,’’ such 
as outright Government purchases at either arbitrary or 
prevailing prices, have apparently been quickly and 
thoroughly discredited, as it is recognised that such 
measures would not only be unjust to the country at large, 
but would in the long run defeat their own purpose by 
injuring the farmers instead of helping them. 

More promising is the recent decision by President 
Coolidge to encourage the organising of co-operative 
marketing associations in the wheat-producing States for 
the purpose of enabling farmers to dispose of their products 
in a more systematic manner. Farmers have suffered 
hitherto from their inability to co-operate among them 
selves, and it now seems that a really constructive step 
has been taken in this direction. 


THe AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK. 


On the whole, the agricultural outlook is not so favour 
able as it has been often represented. 
crop is in prospect, with prices holding up well. Hogs 
and cattle are cheap, but stocks on the farms and current 
shipments are very large, and prices have shown unexpected 
strength under the heavy market receipts of the last few 
weeks. The cotton crop is not large, but the price is high, 
and will presumably remain so. Wheat is considerably 
higher than a month and two months ago, and the market 
is displaying more firmness. The prospect of a considerably 
reduced acreage for next season gives promise of still higher 
prices. 

Prices of American wheat and pork are largely dependent 
on foreign demand. The volume of these products, how- 
ever, has not borne a sufficiently high ratio to the world 
output to enable them, like cotton, to dominate the world 
market. This year a somewhat reduced domestic wheat 
crop has come tnto competition with a very large world 
crop, and the consequent reduction of foreign demand has 
depressed the price. 

Fortunately, concludes the ‘‘ Guaranty Survey,’’ the 
restricted European market is partly offset by an unusually 
strong domestic demand. The satisfactory earnings in 
most branches of industry are among the most powerful 
factors operating in the farmer’s favour. With a prospect 
of continued industrial prosperity, increased facilities for 
the extension of agricultural credits, and a more systematic 
marketing of farm products, there is basis for the belief 
that the farmers, who have been most adversely affected 
by the readjustments of the last three years, are entering 
a period in which they, too, will share generously in what- 
ever prosperity the country may experience.

INCREASE OF RAILWAY GOODS RATES

WARSAW. 

Goods rates on the Polish State Railways have been 
increased by 200 per cent. as from Ist November, and it 
has been decided to extend to the railways in Polish 
Upper Silesia all the rates and regulations for the trans- 
port of goods obtaining on the Polish State Railways.

£4 lls. 3d. per oz. fine. The average London price for 
the month was £4 10s. &d. per oz. fine. The net return 
to the Association, after deducting costs of realisation and 
exchange on remittances from London, will be approxi- 
mately £4 9s. 6d. per oz. fine.

The Mint value of gold sold by the Association from 
February, 1919, to August, 1923, inclusive, is £15,964,934

GERMANY. 





THE IRON AND SCRAP MARKETS. 
(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
COLOGNE. 
Business in the iron market is still rather dull, states 
the ‘‘ Deutsch Bergwerks Zeitung’’ in a recent report. 
In Occupied Territory the spirit of enterprise is lacking 
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owing to the fact that no one knows what course matters 
will take. The works in Unoccupied Territory still have 
some orders on hand, but clients show little’ inclination 
to place Jarge contracts. In many cases payment is 
demanded in foreign currency or in gold loan, of which, 
however, there is not sufficient available. The aloofness 
is also due partly to the consideration that, once the Ruhr 
district resumes production, large stocks of iron will 
become available and prices will fall. The chief reason 
for the dull business position lies in the lack of purchasing 
power of iron consumers. Owing to the tremendous 
increase in the costs of production, iron prices have 
reached a level impossible for a great many consumers to 
meet from their daily receipts. It is significant, for 
instance, that South Germany is cancelling a great many 
orders owing to lack of ready money. 


ForkeIGN COMPETITION. 


The fact is that of late foreign rolled iron has been sold 
at a cheaper rate than home iron. English bar iron, for 
instance, f.o.b. English port, was quoted at £8 10s., 
whilst at the same time German bar iron was quoted at 
£11 8s. on a gold mark basis of 219. Unless the costs of 
production of the German works can be brought down 
and iron prices reduced, there is every danger that con 
sumers will continue in the future to draw supplies from 
abroad. Many, in fact, are already relying on rolling 
material supphes from the Saar district, Lorraine, Luxem 
burg, and Belgium, where manufacturers are endeavouring 
to secure as large a market as possible by reducing their 
prices. Presumably the iron shortage in Germany will 
continue for some time, for even if it should be possible 
to come to some agreement with the French which would 
allow the Ruhr district again to take up _ production, 
weeks will pass before a regular dispatch will be possible. 


Tae Scrap MARKET. 


With regard to the market for scrap, the ‘‘ Kolnische 
Zeitung ’’ states that conditions on the scrap market are 
still obscure and dull. So far the negotiations between the 
industrialists and the French have in no way opened 
favourable prospects. Business is stagnant. Prices are 
for the most part quoted in foreign currencies or in 
German gold marks. In Unoccupied Territory large stocks 
of scrap, chiefly of foreign origin, have accumulated, 
which, on the return of normal conditions, will chiefly be 
introduced into Unoccupied Territory. In the Ruhr dis- 
trict scrap and iron stocks are still being confiscated at 
the smelting works, in spite of the negotiations with the 
Micum, owing to the coal tax not having been paid. Stocks 
are to be released on payment of this tax.

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AUSTRALIA. 





OIL PRODUCING POSSIBILITIES. 


Until recently the existence of natural oil in the Common 
wealth of Australia was almost universally discredited, and 
most people believed that money expended in exploration 
would be as surely wasted as if cast into the sea, states the 
‘* Industrial Australian and Mining Journal.”’ This fallacy 
effectually operated to frustrate any sustained attempts to 
discover oil fields, and such sporadic efforts as were put 
forth by enthusiasts were so conceived and administered ax 
to ensure failure, and thus they lent apparent confirmation 
to the old-standing popular belief. 


During the past two years, however, the visits to 
Australia of eminent oil geologists from the older world, 
and the optimistic opinions they expressed, caused an un- 
precedented amount of attention to be devoted to the study 
of Australian geological conditions. As a result, several 
favourably situated areas in at least four of the States were 
subjected to critical examination by competent men, and 
the conclusions they formed were so encouraging that 
capital was found for the prosecution of deep drilling on an 
extended scale. Although oil in commercial quantities has 
not yet been discovered, the researches so far conducted 
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have produced sufficient evidence to convince the highest 
authorities on oil science that Australia possesses latent 
petroleum resources of incalculable magnitude, and that the 
country is destined, soon or late, to become an important 
oil producer. 


PROSPECTS IN VARIOUS STATES. 


The Queensland Government was moved, in consequence, 
to initiate an expert investigation of its territory, and is so 
satisfied with the results that it is passing special legislation 
through the State Parliament to provide for the regulation 
and control of its nascent petroleum industry. 


In Tasmania, also, a most elaborate and exhaustive geo- 
logical survey has just been carried out by the Chief of the 
State Geological Survey, a geologist of wide experience and 
exceptional ability. The result of his researches is con- 
tained in an authoritative report, which should not only 
do much to dissipate the popular theory that Australia is 
an oil-less continent, but will also stimulate a systematic 
search for oi] throughout the Commonwealth. The fact that 
definite and authentic seepages of oil have been found in 
the Mersey Valley, Tasmania, at Beaudesert, in Queensland, 
and at Coorong and Lake McDonnell, in South Australia, 
during the last few months conclusively proves that larger 
stores of petroleum exist in the underground. The eventual 
opening up of commercial oil pools may be regarded only 
as a matter of time and patient work. 

In South Australia, too, prospects are excellent. In 
the Coorong district, on the site of the ancient estuary of 
the River Murray, many unmistakable seepages have been 
found, and a considerable area of ground is covered with 
vast quantities of paraffin dirt, a bituminous substance 
which could only have emanated from a subterranean oil 
pool of large dimensions. 





NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 





IMPORTS OF CHEMICALS AND CHEMICAL 
MANURES. 


The British Commercial Agent at Batavia in his Report 
on the Economic Situation in the Netherland East Indies 
states that the country is a considerable consumer of 
chemicals and chemical manures, a fact which is mow fully 
realised by British manufacturers, and imports from the 
United Kingdom have been well maintained during the past 
vear. Many home manufacturers previously not repre- 
sented in this market have during the past two vears estab- 
lished trade relations with leading importing firms, so that 
if prices continue satisfactory there is every indication that 
in future the United Kingdom will be the principal supplier 
of heavy chemicals. In addition to heavy chemicals there 
is a good demand for refined chemicals, medicines, patent 
medicinal foods and photographic chemicals, also chemicals 
required for the manufacture of aerated waters, syrups 
and cordials. 


The bulk of the imports into Java and Madura in 1922 
consisted of sulphate of ammonia.

AUSTRALIA. 


HEALTH CERTIFICATE REQUIRED IN 
RESPECT OF MEAT, MEAT PRODUCTS, AND 
EDIBLE OFFAL. 

With reference to the Notice which appeared on page 
495 of the “Board of Trade Journal” of 8th November 
regarding Australian Customs Proclamation No. 83 which 
requires meat, meat products, and edible offal imported 
into Australia to be accompanied by an official Meat Inspec- 
tion Certificate, the High Commissioner for Australia has 
now received telegraphic advice from the Commonwealth 
Government that the provisions of the Proclamation in 
question will not be enforced until Ist February, 1924. 
Goods of the classes mentioned arriving in Australia on or 
after that date must comply with the requirements of the 
Proclamation. 








EXPORTATION OF FRESH APPLES AND 
PEARS. 


Customs Proclamation No. 84, dated 28th September, 
1923, prohibits, as from Ist November, 1923, the exporta- 
tion of fresh apples and pears from Australia, unless the fruit 
has been packed and graded to the satisfaction of an Officer 
of Customs in accordance with the Customs Regulations. 





CANADA (ALBERTA). 
SALE OF INTOXICATING LIQUOR. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in Vancouver has telegraphed 
to the effect that, on 5th November, the Alberta electorate 
voted in favour of the removal of the prohibition on the 
sale of intoxicating liquor in Alberta ; and that legislation 
will be therefore introduced to provide for the Government 
control and sale of liquor in the Province. 








SAMOA. 


PROVISIONS REGARDING THE CUSTOMS 
TARIFF. 

An Order-in-Council issued by the Governor-General of 
New Zealand on 25th September, 1923, provides that the 
duties and exemptions from duties provided for in the 
New Zealand Customs Amendment Act, 1921, as subse- 
quently amended, other than the special duties leviable 
in respect of goods imported from countries with depreciated 
currencies, shall not be in force in Samoa. 

The Order also provides that no licence shall be neces- 
sary, on and after Ist April, 1924, for the importation of 
German or Austrian goods into Samoa. 








SIERRA LEONE. ; 


ATTESTATION OF INVOICES. 

A Notice issued on 24th October, 1923, by the Acting 
Comptroller of Customs of Sierra Leone, states that 
attested invoices and certificates of value will not be 
required in the case of imported goods liable to ad valorem 
duty when the value of a consignment of the goods is less 
than £10 or when the goods are imported for private use 
and not for sale or exchange.

GERMANY. 


CONSUMPTION DUTIES ON SUGAR, SALT, 
MATCHES, AND PLAYING CARDS 
AMENDED. 


The “Reichsgesetzblatt” for 13th November contains 
two Orders, dated 27th October and 8th November, which 
amend the rates of consumption duty levied on sugar, salt, 
matches, and playing cards in Germany, with effect from 
16th November. 


The sugar tax is to be levied on net weight and is to 
correspond in the case of glucose to a rate of 14 per cent., 
and, in the case of other sugar, to a rate of 35 per cent. of 
the works price of molasses at Magdeburg. The Ministry 
of Finance is to fix on this basis the specific rate of duty 
per 100 kilogs. net, either in gold or paper marks. 

In the case of salt, the Ministry of Finance will fix a rate 
of duty corresponding to 45 per cent. of the wholesale 
price for common edible rock salt in bulk at Brunswick. 
This rate is to be fixed in gold or paper marks per kilog. 
net. 

The tax on matches is increased from 20 to 60 per cent. 
ad valorem, and the duty on playing cards amounts to 
30 gold pfennig per pack. 





ITALY. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. | 


H.M. Commercial Secretary at Rome reports, by tele- 
graph, that the price fixed, for the period 26th November 
to 2nd December, for certificates for the payment of 
Customs duties is 452 lire per 100 lire gold, i.e., the sur- 
charge when duties are paid in paper is 352 per cent. 


[The price of certificates for the previous week was 445 
lire per 100 lire gold.] 





JAPAN. 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN 
FOODSTUFFS. 


In virtue of two Imperial Ordinances, Nos. 407 and 408, 
recently promulgated in Japan, the import duty on rice 
will be remitted until 3lst March next, whilst the period 
for the suspension of the import duty on fresh beef and 
eggs has been extended from Ist November until the same 
date. 





LITHUANIA. 


EXPORT DUTIES ON TIMBER. 


H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that the duties on timber 
exported from Lithuania have been modified as from 7th 
November. Most of these duties have been considerably 
reduced, and the duties on match splints, wooden nails 
and hoops, cellulose and three-ply wood have been 
abolished.

The export ‘‘ manipulation ’’ fee on timber is fixed at 
20,000 Polish marks per wagon, except in the case of aspen 
wood, on which a fee of 4 per cent. ad valorem is levied. 
The exportation of timber for use as fuel is prohibited. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

With reference to previous notices under the above 
heading, it should be noted that the “Polish Journal of 
Laws” for 8th November contains an Order which modifies 
the surtaxes levied when Polish Customs duties are paid 
in paper currency. In consequence, as from 12th Novem- 
ber, the surtaxes are as follow: 


Goods enumerated in List 2... 719,900 percent. (multiplier 7,200). 


Goods enumerated in List 3... 3,599,900 percent. (multiplier 36,000).

SPAIN. 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Santander reports that considerable 
trouble and delay is caused at that port owing to the fact 
that the certificate of origin, which must accompany certain 
goods in order that such goods may be admitted at the 
lower (1.e., Second Column or Treaty) rates of duty of the 
Spanish Customs Tariff is often not properly made out. 

[t is understood from complaints that have been received 
that this condition of affairs is not peculiar to Santander. 
A translation of Disposition X of the General Regu- 
lations for the application of the Spanish Customs Tariff 
relating to certificates, incorporating the amendments 
which have been made therein since its original publication 
in February, 1922, is reprinted below for the information 
of British traders. 

[It should be borne in mind that failure to produce a 
properly authenticated certificate, when required, is heavily 
penalised, in that its absence involves the application of 
the much higher duties of the First Column Tariff. 

Chambers of Commerce are the competent authorities 
for the issue of certificates of origin in this country, and 
the certificates must be legalised at the place of production 
by the Spanish Consul, who will not attach his visa to the 
certificates unless the manufacturer, merchant, or exporter 
presenting them also supplies a manufacturer’s invoice 
proving that the merchandise concerned is the product of 
the exporting country. 

Among the articles for which certificates of origin are 
required are asbestos, glassware, furniture, precious metals, 
pipes, wire, hardware, small wares and arms of iron and 
steel, manufactures of copper, tin and other common 
metals, various kinds of machinery (including electrical), 
scientific instruments, cycles, motor cars, ete. ; colours 
derived from coal, soap, perfumery and various chemicals 
(including morphine and similar drugs), paper, cardboard 
and stationery, cotton, woollen and silk yarns and manu- 
factures, manufactures of vegetable textiles other than 
cotton, milk derivatives, rubber manufactures, ete.

DIsPosITION X of the General Regulations for the 
application of the Spanish Customs Tarif :- 


Conventional Regime. 


The goods included in Tariff Numbers marked with the letter 
“C,” when coming from or produced in Treaty eountries and subject 
to the rates of duty of the Second Tariff, must be accompanied by a 
certificate of origin, issued by the competent authorities in each 
country and viséd by the Spanish Consul at the place of production. 

Certificates of origin must be drawn up in accordance with the 
aria regulations :— 


—The certificate shall consist of an official declaration, made 
vehaae the competent authority at the place of production, stating 
that the goods have been produced in or manufactured in that 
country, and showing the name and address of the producer or 
merchant, the number, kind, marks, numbering, gross weight of 
the packages, material and class of the goods, specifying in the case 
of yarns, fabrics and trimmings, the fibre or fibres composing them. 
The name and address of the consignee must also be given. 

When the declaration of origin is made by a merchant or duly 
registered warehouse keeper, authentic invoices relating to the 
origin of the goods must be presented, it being made clear in the 
document which accompanies it that this has been done. 

When goods originate in any non-European country and are 
imported into Spain from official trade warehouses in treaty 
countries, there may be substituted for the certificate of origin a 
statement stamped on the original invoice by the competent 
authority and viséd by the Spanish Consul certifying that certificates 
of origin proving the origin of the goods in question have been 
shown to him. 

A certificate of origin shall be presented for each consignee. 

The certificates may be in any language, but a translation must be 
supplied when that language is neither French nor Spanish. 

‘Translations may be made by sworn translators, shipping agents, 
commercial brokers, Chambers of Commerce at the port of destina- 
tion, or by Consuls of the nations to which the goods belong, at 
the option of the importer, but only shipping agents, commercial 

brokers and sworn translators are obliged to make translations. The 
translation is liable to stamp duty. 

The validity of a certificate expires six months from its date, ‘in the 
case of European countries, and one year from date in other cases, 
provided that the Treaty is in force at the time of issue. 

When the certificate is in Spanish and another language, and this 
fact is authenticated in the Consular visa, the Spanish text will be 


gee as the valid one. 


—Parcels dispatched by post or by so-called “commercial” 
Pitan coming from and invoiced in treaty countries, shall pay 
the duties to which the country of dispatch is entitled by treaty, 
whether or notfaccompanied by a certificate of origin, provided that 
the gross weight does not exceed 10 kilogs., and that not more than 
5 parcels are sent from one place to a single receiver, in one consign- 
ment (the total gross weight not exceeding 25 kilogs.), and that the 
goods neither come from, nor have been invoiced at a place adjacent 
to the frontier. If any of these conditions are not fulfilled, the 
duties of the First Column of the Tariff will be applied. 

If on examination in the Customs it appears that goods which have 
been invoiced from a treaty country in order to secure reduced rates 
of duty, originated in fact in a non-Treaty country, the duties of 
the First Column of the Tariff shall be applied, plus a surcharge 
equal to the difference between the duties of the two Tariffs. 


—Articles subject to payment of duty brought in by travellers in 
their baggage, when not of the nature of a commercial transaction 
and coming by land or sea from Treaty countries, shall pay the 
duties to which the country of dispatch is entitled by Treaty. 

If the traveller arrives from a non-Treaty country, however, he 
must prove, by his ticket or the labels attac shed to his luggage, that 
he comes from a Treaty country, otherwise the duties of the First 
Tariff will be applied. 

When goods brought in as baggage cannot, on account of their 
nature or quantity, be regarded as for personal use, they shall be 
treated as a commercial shipment and shall be treated as ordinary 
goods. 

4.—The Customs officers will accept certificates with slight 
accidental faults in form of wording, but shall declare certificates 
void: 

(a) When they are not presented with and attached to the 
Customs documents before application is made to clear the 
goods for consumption. 

(b) When the gross weight, as declared, differs by more than 
20 per cent. from that ascertained ; when several packages 
are included in one consignment, only the items in the 
certificate which show a difference of more than 20 per 
cent. are to be disqualified. 

(c) When the marks and numbering given on the certificate 
for each package do not tally with those on the packages , 

(d) When the content of the packages differs in kind and class 
from that specified in the documents. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES— Continued. 





(e) When the certificates are issued in a country other than the 
country of manufacture, even if both countries are Treaty 
countries. 

(f) If at any time it is shown that they contain false statements, 
without prejudice to the case being brought before the 


competent tribunal. 


5.—Articles originating in non-Treaty countries which have been 
worked up in a Treaty country in such a manner as to increase their 
value, shall be regarded as products of the latter, and shall enjoy 
the Tariff benefit applicable to Treaty countries. For this purpose, 
however, packing or sorting will not be considered as working up ; 
roasting and grinding, however, wiil be considered as working up 
for this purpose. 

—~Packages included in certificates of origin which cover goods 
produced or manufactured in non-Treaty countries, shall lose their 
privileges, and all the goods covered by the certificate must pay 
First Tariff rates of duty. 

7.—When goods in bulk proceeding from Treaty countries are 
mixed in the holds of ships with goods from non-Treaty countries, 
even if the manifests and certificates (if such are required) set out 
the goods separately, the First Tariff rates shall be applied. 

8.—In order to obtain the more favourable Customs treatment 
for goods from Treaty countries which come from official trade 
warehouses of any country, the importer must present, besides the 
certificate of origin, a certificate from the chief official of the ware- 
house, attesting that the goods are those which entered the ware- 
house, and that they have not been changed, added to, nor worked, 
except so far as necessary for their preservation ; in order to be 
valid, these certificates must be viséd by the Spanish Consul at the 
port of embarkation. 

9.—Goods, whether or not subject to the presentation of a cer- 
tificate of origin in order to enjoy favourable Customs treatment, 
which are products of a Treaty country, and which arrive at a 
Spanish port coming tiie and with a bili of lading issued in a non- 
Treaty country, shall be dutiable under the First Tariff, unless the 
shipper proves to the Spanish Consul at the port of embarkation, 
by presenting documents to verify their transit, that the goods 
came from a Treaty country, and the Consul certifies accordingly. 

The documents referred to above, which are called “transit 
certificates,” shall be drawn up in the same form and under the same 
conditions as certificates of origin, and shall be attached to the 
Customs documents, without prejudice to their adaptation to such 
documents, if necessary. The absence of a transit certificate, when 
one is necessary, invalidates the certificate of origin. 

Transit certificates may be drawn up by the Administrators or 
Chief Officers of foreign (non-Spanish) Customs, in which case they 
are to be viséd by a Spanish Consul ; they shali be collected in the 
same way as certificates of origin, and shall be attached to the clear- 
ance documents, being presented at the same time and in the same 


way as such documents. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


INVESTIGATIONS UNDER FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF PROVISIONS OF NEW CUSTOMS 
TARIFF. 

With reference to previous notices under the above 
heading, it should be noted that the United States Tariff 
(‘commission have ordered an investigation (No. 32) of the 
differences in costs of production and of all other facts 
end conditions enumerated in Section 315 of the Tariff 
Act of 1922, in respect of lace (paragraphs 920 and 1430 
of the Tariff), viz., articles produced in whole or in part 
onthe Nottingham lace-curtain machine, or on the levers, 
9 go-through lace machine, or on the bobbinet machine 
or on the lace-braiding machine.

DENMARK. 
REVISION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF, 


H.M. Commercial Secretary at Copenhagen reports that 
a Bill has been introduced into the Danish Legislature for 
the amendment of the Danish Customs Law. It is under- 
stood that the Bill in general coincides with the existing 
Law, but that certain reductions have been proposed in 
the duties on raw materials and semi-manufactured articles 
required by Danish industries, and on certain machinery, 
implements and other articles required for agricultural 
purposes. Further, the Bill includes the provisions of the 
Luxury Tax Law and of certain other temporary measures 
which have been passed from time to time.
